The City of Austin Health and Human Services Department (HHSD) received notice of grant award (NGA) on
January 12, 2007 1 the amount of $671,064 from the U S Department of Health and Human Services
(DHHS) for the Ryan White Title 1II HIV Early Intervention Services grant program for the grant budget
period of January 1, 2007 to December 31, 2007 The dollars awarded in the NGA are based on 75% of the
FY 2006 award The Title III program is currently under a Continuing Resolution since Congress has not yet
finahzed a FY 2007 appropriation for this program Once a final FY 2007 budget 1s passed, 1t 1s anticipated
that ancther NGA for additional funds will be 1ssued Therefore, to minimize program impact, these
contracts would be executed for an inibhal S-month period, January 1, 2007 through September 30, 2007
Following receipt of the final NGA, the contracts will be amended to extend services for an additional three
months, through December 31, 2007, for a full 12-month contract pernod The grant project period extends
through December 31, 2011

This grant focuses on the delivery of community-based primary medical care, including oral health services
It also funds transportation services, outreach services and HIV counseling and testing targeted to
populations considered at high nsk of being or becoming infected with HIV The grant provides direct
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financial assistance to communities most severely affected by the HIV epidemic The 5-county service
dehvery area includes Travis, Bastrop, Caldwell, Hays and Williamson counties

As the Administrative Agency for this grant, HHSD submitted the grant application in collaboration with the
Title IIT Program partner orgamizations (AIDS Services of Austin, A/TC MHMR C A R E , and Community
Action, Inc , and Dawid Powell Commuruty Health Center) for the project area These organizations have
collaborated on the Title I1I Program application for over 10 years and collectively are 1dentified as the Title
III program in the Austin health service delivery area
